Pursuant to the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.56 and 1.97-98 of the Rules of Practice 
in Patent Cases, enclosed herewith is form PTO-SB-08 listing several references, copies 
of which are enclosed.

Hughbanks et al. is one of many patents that evidences that ElectroStatic ' i 
Discharge (BSD) is a recognized problem in the magnetic recoding industry. ^Ehds i^ : 
relevant because the tool tip of the invention is used for bonding components^'^sociated^^ 
with magnetic recording head as discussed on page 2, lines 3-6 of the present 
Application. 

Additionally, magnetic recording heads were known to behave as highly 
sensitive fuses that are highly vulnerable to BSD and precautions to protect against BSD 
were commonly practiced in the magnetic recording industry prior to the invention. 
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The Test Report of Carl Newberg has been sent to the Applicants' potential and 
customers in marketing this invention and relates to the method of measuring 
resistance used to characterize the tool tips of this invention. 

Either the Keithley Model 6517a and the Key Tech MZ-15 ESD Simulator, or, 
alternatively, the equivalent model of one or both of these devices, was on sale in this 
country prior to the February 25, 1999 priority date of the present application. 

The rest of the documents show that the method of or the equipment used in the 
Test Report is an old and well known manner of characterizing ESD and /or dissipation. 

No representation is made or intended as to the completeness of this list, nor is 
the inclusion of any reference on this list an admission that it is prior art or pertinent to 
this application.
